Compared. 


Some of the most attractiv features of government ownership 


of railroads disappear when a comparison is made at all points be- 
tween the privately-owied railways of the United States and thi 
government-owned' railways 01 Europe. Here the wage ^scale cf 
railways is much higher than ii Europe and the cost of freight cai- 
nao-e is much smaller. Passerr cr fares are also lower on a general 
average. The difference in w; <je scr.les is shown by an article in 
ihe Riiluay and Engineering 1-eview, from which the following e>- 
tract is taken: 


"In the United States the average wage of railway employes f c r 


the last year for which accurate statistics are obtainable— 


as $7'J1.16 a year; for the sa ne period in Germany, where many 


of the railroads'are owned by tl e State, it was $371 a year; in Switz- 
erland, where they are all owrcd by the State, it was $292 a yea;- 
in Belgium, where they are als •> entirely, owned by the State, it was 
?136.i'3 a year, or only 43 ceir •* a day." 


'iTic difference in t'.ie cost of transportation, is equally striking 


'•" spite of the fact iha: with ;•. far lower wage scale, and therefo~e 
much cheaper operation, trans >ortation charges presumably shou c 
have been lower in cou itries where the government owns all or par 
of the railways, they vere, as a matter of fact, higher than in th< 
United States. The cl arge for handling a ton. of freight 100 mihs 
In Germany was $1.42 in 190:-; in Austria, where the government 
also owns most of the -ailroads it was $1.38; in Belgium, where all 
the lailroads are owned by the State, it was $1.22, while in t"ie 
l"«itcd States, under p-iva,te ownership and management, the figure 
for 190S-9 was only'75 cents'.
